Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment, filed 08/25/2003, with respect to claim7-9 and 12-13 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 05/23/2003 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 



2. Claims 3-5, 7-9 and 11-13 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach that: 

(a) A reflective electrode having at least one light transmitting hole and a 
first retardation film formed in the light transmitting hole, as recited in 

claims 3 and 4. 

(b) A retardation layer formed in the transmitting portion of the reflector 
and contacting the reflector, as recited in claim 7. 

(c) A second retardation film formed in the light transmitting hole, as 
recited in claim 1 1 . 

(d) A reflective electrode on the second retardation film. The reflective 
electrode having at least one light transmitting hole in common with the second 
retardation film, as recited in claim 12.
